ARTICLE XVI 

| Chemical Warfare i 

| In spite of international agree. 
| ment outlawing poisonous gases, 
| they were used in World War I, 
They were not used in World War 
Il. This latter fact is not a sum- 
ciently convincing argument that 
they will not be employed in the 
event of a tuture general war. 

At the end of World War IT it was 
found that the enemy possessed 
large stocks of war gases, We can- 
not be certain why they were not 
used, But two probable deterrents 
were the possibility of retaliation, 
and the knowledge that the British 
people possessed all types of respir 
ators and knew how to use them. 

In the event of another general 
war, an enemy might resort to a 
surprise attack hoping to catch the 
civilians completely unprepared, 
The possibility of such an attack is 
taken into account in training Civil 
Defence workers, and they are 
, taught the properties and effects of 

war gases, and the available mea 
sures of protection, But an effective 
national defence would largely de 
pend on the knowledge possessed 
by the general population and upon 
their action in an emergency,

What had been al- 
most indescribable turmoil through 
the narrow hallways and_ stairs 
suddenly resolved into clockwork 
precision and timing. As _ cars| 
driven by members of Calgary Kins- 
men and Active clubs drew up to 
the front door, a Kinsman called 
| out the names of a child and attend. 
| ant. Both were hurried into the car 
| and it was driven away to be suc- 
| ceeded by another. In this manner 
32 patients were moved in 13 min- 
utes with the entire operation, in- 
cluding 13 stretcher cases, taking 
one hour and 50 minutes. Starr's 
Ambulance Service moved the chil- 
dren on stretchers. 


Although the public was barred 
from the move, members of the 
press and radio were in attendance 
as was a newsreel camerman from 
Vancouver, Newsreels showing the 
move will be screened throughout 
Canada in about 10 days. 

The new 119-bed hospital was 
built and equipped almost entirely 
with funds given by the people of 
Alberta, although federal and pro- 
vincial grants totalled $357,000.

Paul Bonikowski is the man who 
built his house on wheels. The four- 
roomed bungalow has an engine 
and is built on a truck chassis. 
When he doesn't like the neighbor 
hood in which he is living, he just 
starts up the engine and moves to 
any spot he prefers. He can have a 
river view, a mountain view, or a 
prairie scene, as he desires. 

The truck-house is a wonder of 
amateur engineering. It is 24 feet 
long and 16 feet wide, and just 
looks like any other cottage, ex- 
cept for the wheels underneath. 

Two rooms which are built on the 
side can be folded up on top when 
moving time comes to make the} 
house eight feet wide. | 

It's furnished in handsome pine | 
panelling, and has a kitchen, lava- 
tory, living room and two bedrooms. | 
The front bedroom is also the | 
driver's cab. All he does is lift up| 
part of the floor to show the clutch 
pedals, brake and other instru. | 
ments. A small table is built around 
the dashboard. 

Mr. Bonikowski spent two years 
building the house, and most of his | 
life’s savings went on the job, but 
as he says, it will save him the 
trouble of selling his house here | 
and buying another gomewhere else 
if he ever leaves the city. 

Mr. Bonikowski works repairing 
automobiles, and started his house | 
where he is employed, When fin- 
ished, it was moved to an empty 
lot in East Calgary. His top speed 
is 60 miles an hour, but it rides 
best at 45. 

In building the house on wheels, 
he put all the heavy equipment 
such as the water tank and kitchen 
on the side resting on the chassis, to 
give more support. Brass bolts and 
connections were used to prevent 
rust in exposed parts, and even 
special Venetian blinds were used 
to lighten the load.—Calgary Alber- 
tan

Temporary Absences Allowed 


The federal government has spel- 
led out in detail the residence re. 
quirements for its new old-age se- 
curity program. 

Under the program, pensions of 
$40 a month are paid to all persons 
70 and over, provided they have 
lived in Canada for at least 20 
years., 

The health department said today 
a claim of 20 years’ “continuous” 
residence in Canada will be accept- 
ed if temporary absences within 
that period do not total more than 
1,200 days — an average of two 
months a year, ‘ 

Special provision is made for five 
groups of people whose business 
might require longer absences from 
the country. They are persons em- 
| ployed on ships or fishing boats; 
employed on trains running out of 
Canada, operated by a railway com- 
pany with its head office in Cana- 
da; employed in lumbering of har- 
visiting and not absent from Cana- 
,da for more than six months at a 
| time; employed by United Nations 
lor any of its specialized agencies; 
employed as a representative or 
member of a Canadian firm or cor- 
poration. 


Their absence from Canada will 
not be counted against them for 
old-age security purposes provided 
they maintain a home in Canada 
or had a permanent place of abode 
to which they planned to return at 
the end of their employment abroad. 
, Canadian residents who go 
abroad as missionaries, as memb- 
ers of Canada’s armed forces or 
those of any ally of Canada, or as 
| employees of the federal or any 
| provincial or municipal govern. 
ment will not be counted as absent 
for old-age security purposes pro- 
vided they returned to Canada at 
the end of their duties abroad. Per- 
sons in this group are not required 
;}to maintain a home in Canada 
while they are away. 

All the exceptions also apply to 
a married woman or widow who 
Was absent from Canada because of 
the employment of her husband 
outside the country.
